Pursuant to the enactment of Public Law 89-318 (79 St at. II85) which 
became law on Eovember 2 , 1965, Acting Attorney General Ramsey Clark 
published a notice in the Federal Register, Volume 31 , Humber 212 , 
dated Tuesday, November 1 , 1906, vesting title in the United States 
to certain items of 'evidence pertaining to the Assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. The published notice stated that the national 
interest requires the entire body of evidence considered by the Presi- 
dent’s Commission on the Assassination of President Kennedy to be pre- 
served intact. The published notice includes the items of clothing of 
Lee Harvey Oswald set forth above. Therefore, at your earliest convenience 
these items should be shipped by safe carrier to the National Archives,
